The above train of thought has been suggest 
ed by the perusal, in manuscript, of s very 
promising epic poem, in four Cantos, from the 
pen of Prof. W. F. Jom, the efficient. head of 
the Female College at Evanston, which has been 
placed in our hands by Messrs. 8. G. Griggs & 
Co., through whose pnblishiag house it will 
probably, in connection with other poems of a 
legendary character, be given to the public at 
no distant day. The subject-matter of the poem 
is calculated to interest Lilinoisians especially, 
as it is altogether’drawn from the strange 
erentfal history“ of the aboriginal nation that 
once beld undisputed sway through a large ex- 
tent of this portion of the Northwest, and whose 
name will live as long as our noble State sur- 
vives. Much has already been said and sung on 
this fruiifal theme, but we believe the public 
will agree with us after a careful perusal of the 
poem in question, that ample material remained 
for original and éffectivé treatment. The histo- 
ry of the “Lilini’”’ is simple, like that of Indi- 
an life in general, but combines heroic and dra- 
matic elements of a remarkable character. They 
bad long ruled over wide hunting-grounds with 
undisputed eway—had subjected many tribes to 
their domain, and had consequently inspired 
both fear and hate in still uneonquered tribes. 
These feelings resulted in a deadly coalition be- 
tween the Pottowotamies, Chippewas and Otta- 
was, against the hitherto all-eonqvering lilinois. 
On both sides it was a war of, extermination. 
Mood flows without stint. Every art of savage 
warfare is exhausted ; plague comes to darken 
the tungedy; the dread omens of superstition 
impart 10 the éonflict a weird, almost unearthly 
character, On these various elements the aa- 
thor has seized with such foree as to present a 
rushing succession of wild scenes of a most dra- 
matic interest, Altar a furious, and terribly 
bloody battle, the thinned forces of the IIlini, 
with their women and children, take refuge in 
the strong-hold of Starved Rock. That last siege 
is familiar to most readers, but the author close- 
ly following the historical record, has made the 
tiercer trials of the bemeged to depend on thirst 
instead of on nun, (according to the common 
idea.)
